Meanwhile the political situa- 
tion in Yugoslavia was agitated by 
an order issued in Cairo by Gen- 
eral Draja Mihailovic, commander 
of the Yugoslav Patriot forces, for 
all guerrilla troops in the country 
to submit themselves to his au- 
thority. 

In the past there have been re- 
ports of clashes between Mihailo-

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Georgia Cattle 

Tonight in Moultrie the Southeastern Polled 
Hereford Breeder's Association will hold its 
third annual dinner to be followed on Thurs- 
day by the sale. 

Breeders from five southeastern states will 
offer breeding stock at the show which will 
attract a great throng from the southeastern 
states. 

The average citizen of Georgia, dreaming of 
the steaks he used to know, may wonder why 
this is important to him. He might also wonder 
if a Polled Hereford means a White-Faced 
Hereford with a new hair-do. 

It “is important to all Georgians because it 
is but another exhibit testifying to the fact 
that Georgia is getting away, in a big way, 
from the one-crop economy. There are many 
other similar exhibits such as a show later 
in the week in DeKalb county where the 
Southeastern Aberdeen Angus show is to be 
held. Hardly a month passes but that some 
farmer, large or small, goes into the cattle 
usiness with good breeding stock. 

The Polled Hereford is sweeping the state 
and for good reason. In a manner of speaking 
the Polled Hereford does have a new hair-do. 
That is to say, the Polled Hereford has no 
horns. The ordinary white-faced cattle have 
to be de-horned every year. If they are not 
de-horned, they damage one another so that 
they bring a lower price at the sales because 
the packer is sure to find large areas of bruised 
beef. To the south and middle Georgian there 
is another good reason. The screw worm, which 
is a difficult and costly pest, finds a haven 
in wounds made by horns. 

Five years ago there were not sufficient 
herds in Georgia to hold a show. Today there 
are more than enough. At the last sale the 
top herd sold brought an average of $2,080 per 
head for the top six cattle sold. This year’s 
sale is expected to do ‘etter. 

All this adds up to big business and, when 
the Aberdeen Angus and the white-faced herds 
are considered, it means that Georgia already 
is-one of the big southeastern cattle states.

Healthy Dougherty 

The counties of Georgia, with a few notable 
exceptions, have probably made greater strides 
in the realm of public health during the past 
two decades than in any other field. 

Indicative of this progress in Dougherty 
county, for instance, is a statement by Dr. W. 
B Buckner, county health commissioner, that 
only five cases of malaria have been reported 
and: treated in the county this year. 

Contrast this, if you will, with the fact that, 
as late as 1927, there were 15,000 cases of the 
disease in the county, and the great and grow- 
ing value of public health work becomes in- 
creasingly obvious and irrefutable. 

Fifteen years ago, that is to say, a full 
forty-seven per cent of the people of Dough- 
erty county suffered with malaria at some 
time during the year. To date, only five cases 
have been reported in 1943, and of those, 
declares Dr. Buckner, the majority originated 
elsewhere and were brought into the county 
by servicemen on leave. 

All of which merely goes to show that, 
through intelligent planning and a consistent 
program of education and sanitation, a great 
many of the diseases which formerly took such 
a terrible toll now may be virtually eradicated. 

The next time you hear some one begrudg- 
ing the few cents per capita per year which 
is spent for public health in Georgia, remind 
them, won't you, of Dougherty county's van- 
ished malaria? 


Ciano Dead? 


The report may or may not be true that 
Count Galeazzo Ciano has been shot to death 
by a firing squad. However, if this rascal has 
been put out of the way, it certainly is a case 
of good riddance to bad rubbish.

ONE WORD MORE

“THESE ARE THE TEN” Some days ago the magazine 
Newsweek prepared a special 


war review. The editors of that magazine prepared a question for 
submission to 70 judges. The question was: 

“Who, in your opinion, are the ten Americans—in government, 
the armed forces, or civil life—who have made 
the greatest contribution to leadership to the 
nation during the first two years of our formal 
participation in the war?” 

No names were printed on the ballot. Par- 
ticipants were asked to make their own nomi- 
nations, 

The news story on this appeared a few days 
ago. The 70 judges, each with 10 choices to make, 
cited only 89 different individuals. Their com- 
bined verdict was: 

1—General George C. Marshall, chief of staff. 
(66 citations.) 

2—Franklin D. Roosevelt, President of the 
United States. (65 citations.) 

3—Cordell Hull, secretary of state. (48 ci- 
tations.) 

4— Wendell Willkie, candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination. (47 citations.) 

5—General Dwight D. Eisenhower, in command of European 
operations. (41 citations.) 

6—Bernard Baruch, of the OEM. (38 citations.) 

7—Henry J. Kaiser, ship and airplane builder. (35 citations.) 

8—General Douglas MacArthur, Australian area commander. 
(28 citations.) 

9—Donald Nelson, War Production Board. (27 citations.) 

10—Ernest J. King, chief of naval operations. (23 citations.) 

Those were the ten chosen. The 70 judges were not asked to 
list their choices in order. Hence, in scoring, every citation was 
given equal value, 

This system gave General Marshall first place in the final list- 
ing. Actually, 56 of the 70 named Mr. Roosevelt first and five 
placed him second. Nine put General Marshall first and 24 put 
him second. As Newsweek said, “Had 10 points been credited to 
each person named first, nine points to each person named second, 
and so on, Mr. Roosevelt would then have stood at the top by a 
wide margin and the gap between Marshall and all below him 
would have been increased. Otherwise, the rank of the first 10 
would not have been altered.” 


ANALYSIS Mr. Roosevelt's choice was, of course, obvious. Even 

his critics reluctantly admit that his leadership, 
against stubborn and unworthy obstacles, in preparing us for war, 
and his handling of war problems, has been statesmanlike and 
superior. 

General Marshall's choice came about because of the really 
magnificent job he has done in building an army and in serving 
as chief of staff in operations which dwarf any task any other man 
in his position has had to accept. 

There then comes a sharp drop to third place and Mr. Hull. 
This survey came shortly after Mr. Hull’s masterly achievement at 
Moscow. This influenced all the judges, yet some took care to note 
that this achievement only confirmed their original judgments. 

Close behind Mr. Hull, only one choice behind him, came Mr. 
Wendell Willkie. This choice cannot help but be disturbing to 
those Republicans who wish to turn back the clock with a Bricker 
or even a Dewey. It is a choice which will make the Republican 
machine operators swear with petulant rage. 

This vote for Willkie, somewhat surprising, is of tremendous 
interest. He was, two years ago, a former utilities official and 
also a defeated Republican candidate for the presidency. His own 
party leaders, who had accepted him unwillingly at their conven- 
tion, had disowned him. 

_ His choice came because of his aggressive leadership in the 
difficult effort to remake Republican foreign policy. (The evident 
awareness of the judges of the importance of this sort’ of thinking 
was evident in the runner-up choices, of which more later.) 

General Eisenhower’s swift success and the news of his ability 
to orient with great success the English command, has made him 
the outstanding American field general of the war. 

The next six ran well below the first four. 

_ Mr, Baruch provided leadership in the nation’s rubber problem. 
His leadership in all the war production problems, and the memory 
of his services in the first war, gave him a place. Henry J. Kaiser

FOREIGN POLICY Willkie’s choice was, as said, because of 

his courageous and intelligent fight to re- 
orient the Republicans’ middle-ages foreign policy. How much this 
was weighed by the judges may be seen from the fact that among 
the runners-up in the survey were Senators Ball, Burton, Hatch 
and Hill; Vice President Henry Wallace, Sumner Welles and Walter 
Lippman. Mr. Wallace led all these with 15 citations. These, along 
with Senator Truman, were highest in the legislative field. Among 
the runners-up were Harold Ickes with 11 citations and Phil Murray, 
head of the CIO, with eight. 

In the list of admirals and generals, the Army came off best. 
Admiral Halsey trailed General Hap Arnold with 16 citations. This 
may be because the Army, to date, has had the most publicity as to 
its efforts. 

The honorable mentions, seven citations or less, found many of 
America’s well known listed. Herbert Hoover and Thomas E. 
Dewey each received five citations. 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, Senator Walter F. George and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox had four each for leadership. 

John L. Lewis, Captain Eddie Rickenbacker and Westbrook 
Pegler were bracketed together with two each. 

Thirty-four individuals received one vote each. 

It was an interesting, and revealing, poll. It sampled public 
opinion from a great variety of persons presumed to be rather well 
acquainted with publie opinion, The results will provoke thought— 
and argument.

“He has thus created 
an insane society.” That is the 


only possible explanation for the 
actions of the German people of 
the past ten years. Even if you 
don’t go further back into their 
history of war provocation. 

Any people who assume to 
themselves the role of “master 
race” is suffering from the sarhe 


gressive desire 
to dominate. He is obsessed with 
recurrent desires to kill or enslave 
everyone not a member of his 
own nation or party. His stability 
is poor, screaming or weeping on 
slight provocation and his s¢ccial 
habits are distinctly unfriendly. 
One phase of his insanity is a 
habit of identifying himself with 
God, 

During World War I Hitler was 
attacked with hysterical blind- 
ness, then diagnosed as “shell 
shock,” but indicating repressed 
personal fear, since compensated 
as protest and aggressions against 
Germans who sought armistice in 


1918. 

The core of the report, however, 
comes under that section headed 
“Remarks.” I quote that in full: 


“An individual is insane when 
he fails to adjust himself to so- 
ciety. This subject has inverted 
the process by imposing on the 
German people a society which 
fails to adjust itself to the in- 
dividual. He has thus created an 
insane :soqgiety exhibiting many 
symptoms of an insane individual 
—notably delusions of persecution 
and grandeur.” 

Finally, the report ends with 
the statement the insanity of Hit- 
ler is incurable and the only pos- 
sible treatments are either execu- 


“delusion of .grandeur” which is 
one of the outstanding symptoms 
of insanity in the individual. 

Any people who can glory in 
the death agonies of millions of 
innocent persons of other nations 
must be insane. Sane men just 
can't find pleasure in witnessing 
the suffering of others. 

Furthermore, any people who 
can fight fanatically fdr such a 
horror as Nazism represents must 
be insane, It cannot be otherwise 
explained. 

Much of that national madness 
has been deliberately injected 
into the German nation by means 
of the virus of false education 
which we have seen through such 
instrumentalities as the “Hitler 
Youth” movement, and so on. 

It is a long and tedious process 
to cure mental disease in the in- 
dividual, and in some cases it is 
incurable. 

It will take longer to cure an 
entire nation gone mad and, per- 
haps, in *some degree, complete 
cure is impossible.

THE WORLD TODAY 


By PERTINAX. 
TURKISH GRIEVANCES WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Turkish 


policy was once more under dis- 
cussion at the Cairo conference, with Anthony Eden as well as the 
British and American ambassadors to Ankara in attendance. The 
Turks have grievances to express. War material, long promised to 
them, Avas lately diverted toward other areas where it will be of 
direct and immediate use. Moreover, they are uneasy about the re 
sults of the Moscow conference. Apparently they believed or pro 
fessed to believe that the Russian army would not be left free to 
enter Rumania and the Balkan peninsula. They evince disappoint- 
ment. They are disturbed at the idea that, before many weeks 
are over, Red forces may penetrate into an area of direct concern 
to them. 

Therefore, more than ever, the Turkish statesmen seem prone te 
abide by the negative program Mr. Menemencioglu made known 
verbally to the German ambassadar, Herr von Papen. The gist of 
that program was that “Turkish policy would not change.” If there 
was some ambiguity in those words, it was only too well dis 
pelled by an additional statement of the Turkish foreign minister 
to the official representative of a satellite country. Having ex- 
patiated upon the horrors of modern warfare, Mr. Menemencioglu 
said very plainly: “We shall not join in this war.” 


MATTER OF MOMENT Neither the British nor the Amer- 


ican war leaders can afford to let 
the matter rest there. One of the problems military experts re 
ferred to President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill for final 
decision can be enunciated as follows: During the space of time 
which is going to elapse until it becomes possible to attack the 
German fortress of Europe from the west, the resources available 


in men and materiel must be spared in the Mediterranean theater 
of operations so as to make the principal offensive, when it comes, 
all the more formidable. Or, on the principle that no respite must 
be left to the enemy, is the war to be waged with redoubled energy 
in Italy and, in addition, to expand into the Balkan peninsula, while 
all preparations go ahead in the west? Expert opinion, until a re- 
cent date, was divided on that point. 


In Cairo, President Roosevelt and Prime 
have certainly settled the issue. Turkey’s attitude cannot be re 
garded with indifference. It has a direct bearing on the problem. 


Whatever the plans adopted in Cairo may be, the Allies. sooner 
or later, will set foot on Greek territory. There they may clash 
with the Bulgarian army, which has under its occupation not only 
western Thrace but also eastern Macedonia and, at least, part of 
western Macedonia with the exception of Salonika, which is in 
Nazi hands, It is hard to believe that the Bulgarians will give up 
the Greek and Yugoslav districts of which they have got hold, 
without a fight. Prince Kyril, the new regent, behaves now as 
an omnipotent ruler. His brother, the late King Boris, did not 
allow him any intervention in public affairs. Now he recoups him- 


self and keeps his own counsel. 
TURKISH REACTION The other members of the regency 
council do not count. Of course, no- 
body can expect Prince Kyril to openly shake off German control. 
Today it might even prove dangerous for him to dismiss the min- 
ister of finance, Bojolof, a mere tool of the Germans, but it is

HAROLD Big, Busy Benning Assumes the 
MARTIN Par Will Still Be Long and Hard. 


FORT BENNING, Ga. Dec. 7.— 
This -Benning is the biggest, busi- 
est, and most bewildering place 
you ever saw. 

Trying to 
write a compre- 
hensive piece 
about it in 1,000 
words or less 
leaves me all 
tangled up in a 
maze of facts 
and figures that 
confuse more 
than they clar- 


ify. 

It covers 220,- 
000 acres and it 
sprawls for 30 
miles north and 
south and for 
27 miles from 
east to west. It lies in two coun- 
ties in Georgia and one in Ala- 
bama, and over all this vast area, 
night and day, you will see men 
busy learning the trade of war. 

No casual visitor can hope to 
know how many men are here, but 
there are so many of them that 
each month the Columbus banks 
make up a payroll of $9,500,000 to 
pay them off. 

Nor can any outsider hope to 
understand the multiple activities 
of the men he sees. 

But a day-long tour of the post 
sends the visitor away with one 
idea, distilled from the thousands 
of things he has seen—that here is 
a great and hurried effort, perfect- 
ly co-ordinated, shaped to one end 
alone—the preparation of the sol- 
dier for the day of combat. And 
there is no letup in the grim daily 
grind that would indicate that any- 
body here feels the war will be 
over soon. 

Jeeps-eye View. 

Here, for instance, are some of 
the things you will see as you 
bounce in a jeep over the great 
two-lane highways and the hun- 
‘dreds of miles of dusty dirt roads 
that lace and weave and interlock 
about the vast areas of the world’s 
greatest infantry school: 

Young officers, huddled against 
a cold wind on bleachers set on a 
lonely hill, watching as demonstra- 
tion troops assault fortifications 
that are replicas of the German 
pill boxes along Hitler’s West 
Wall. 

Long lines of soldiers, paired off 
two by two, clutching each other 
by arms and ears and legs and 
whatnot, struggling with the bone- 
breaking techniques of basic judo. 

A fat, soft soldier, bulging of 
paunch, with a hackside like a 
barrel, clawing desperately to 
scale the 10-foot wall of a fence 
on an obstacle course while two 
patient lieutenants encourage him 
with words and a spry sergeant 
- leaps the wall over and over again 
to show him how. 

Long 
trundling blacked-out through the 
night, driven by Negro soldiers 
who see in the dark like cats. 

Hidden Guns. 

Big guns, hidden deep in the 
woods under nets of camouflage, 
bellowing deep and hoarse as they 
drop high explosive on a target 
miles away, firing over the heads 
of officers in training who watch 
the targets shatter under their fire. 

Tanks and half-tracks, scuffling 
through the woods at night, blind 
monsters guided from hidden com- 
mand posts far to the rear by tiny 
powerful radios whose “peep, peep, 
peep” sounds like the chirping of 
little birds. 

Parachutes blossoming over the 
trees across the river in Alabama, 
and the deep boom of explosions 
as a paratroop demolition squad 
sets off charges as some day they 
may be blowing up the munitions 
dumps and ravaging the communi- 
cations behind the Wehrmacht’s 
lines. 

Planes roaring so low that the 
tops of the pine trees sway as 
land and air forces co-ordinate to 
blast a fortified spot. 
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And everywhere, troops, work- 
ing with their weapons. The rifle 
and bayonet, the machinegun, the 
bazooka, the bangalore torpedo, 
the hand grenade, the flame 
thrower... 

It may seem almost a waste of 
words to write about these things 
at home when all around the 
world men are doing these same 
things under fire. 

Valiant Alumni. 

But the fact is that what goes 
on here at Benning is all part of 
that battle now going on in Italy 
and in the islands of the Pacific. 
The men who led our troops in 
Africa and in Sicily, and who are 
leading them now in Italy are old 
Benning men who got their train- 
ing here. On lonely stone mark- 
ers about the fields here you will 
see the record of their deeds. 

And these same young officers 
whom you can see here today are 
the men who in a few months 
perhaps may be leading troops in 
battle behind the inner walls of 
Hitler’s fortress. Many of them 
have already been out there, and 
are back to teach what they have 
learned. 

Nowhere in the United States is 
closer to the fighting fronts than 
here. This is, in a sense, the rear 
echelon of those forward units 
who are now in action. All over 
the world, wherever Americans 
are fighting, word flows back as 
fast as the cables can carry it of 
old techniques that actual battle 
has proved wrong, of new tech- 
niques that have been worked out 
under fire and must be taught 
from now on here. 


Nothing is static here. Nobody 
here is training to fight the battles 
of the first World War, nor even 
the battles of today. They train 
for the battles of tomorrow. 

There is no feeling here that 
the war may be over next year 
or next month. The spirit of Ben- 
ning is a spirit which assumes 
that war is the natural way of 
life, and that this war will be 
éndless. Postwar plans are for 
civilians to think about, and for 
other branches of the service 
consider. 

The headlines may hint of Axis 
collapse, and deep in the hearts 
of civilians may grow that feeling 
that peace is near. These things 
may be true. But Benning pays 
no attention. The world’s great- 
est infantry school goes about its 
job of turning out officers like a 
factory whose management does 
not foresee the day when its prod- 
ucts will not be needed. That is 
the only way, its leaders feel, to 
hasten the day when they won’t 
be.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers, Dec. 7.—(By Wire- 
less)—-The government is scattering a lot of American girls 
out over the world now to work in government offices. 


They are not WACs, but civil- 
ians, Their destinations read like 
an itinerary of Marco Polo. They 
wear civilian clothes, and every- 
where they stop as they fly about 
the world they create a warmth 
and a glow among the women- 
starved men out in the outposts. 

We had five girls with us a good 
part of the way from America to 
Africa. At all the stops the sol- 
diers, and officers, too, would 
stand and stare, and you could 
sense them sort of smiling to 
themselves. Often they’d wave or 
not in a smart-alecky 
fashion, but just hungry and | 
friendly-like. And the girls would | 
wave back. 7 

A time or two, when we went | 
into officers’ clubs at the camps, 
the girls would be surrounded so 
quickly and deeply you completely | 
lost sight of them. 

Our men on foreign soil miss | 
desperately the companionship of | 
white women. The mere sight of | 
one thrills them. One day in a 
small South American city | was 
walking along the crowded side- 
walks with two of our female pas- 
sengers when a couple of soldiers 
tagged along behind us for blocks 
and kept saying to me in a friend- 
ly fashion, “Congratulations, sol- 
dier, you lucky dog. How we envy 
you.” 


Travels With Lady. 


All the way irom America to. 
Algiers I traveled with a young 
lady from Los Angeles named Mrs. 
Peggy Pollard. In addition to a 
pleasant traveling companionship, 
we both soon saw the advantage 
of forming ourselves into a sort of 
team, for we had the perfect com- | 
bination. I had friends all along) 
the route from previous tripg, and | 
Mrs. Pollard was beautiful. 


Brother, between the two of us 
there wasn’t anything we couldn't 
get. If I got invited somewhere, 
I’d suggest Mrs. Pollard be invit- 
ed, too.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—(7)— 
Americans, having shown the 
world how to mobilize quickly for 
War, must now beat down a threat 
af inflation with the same dis- 
patch or risk an unstable future, 
War Mobilization Director James 
¥. Byrnes declared tonight. 

Byrnes, in a Pearl Harbor anni- 
yversary radio speech, mixed high 
peraise for the job done in two 

gears with warnings that: 

1—Government_ subsidies, _ at- 
tacked in congress, must be main- 
tained or food prices will leap 
peven per cent. 

2—Efforts of “pressure groups” 
to jam through wage _ increases 
violating the hold-the-line policy 
against inflation must cease. The 
government must say _ to the 

wielders of such. “political pistols,” 
that they must “lay that pistol 
down.” 

3—Greater savings and greater 
taxes are imperative. 

“The prospect of a_ stable, 
peaceful and prosperous America 
ts far from bright simply because 
the American people apparently 
do not realize the supreme impor- 
tance of holding the line against 
inflation,” Byrnes said. 

The unity displayed by the four 
great Allied nations in their con- 
ferences just completed should in- 
spire unity at home, Byrnes as- 
gerted, and he added: 

“T know the power of the lead- 
ers of labor, agriculture and indus- 
try. I also know their patriotism. 
I appeal to them to exercise their 
great influence in support of the 
wise restraints we have imposed 
upon ourselves. I appeal to them 
to help their government hold the 
fine so that we will not lose the 
peace while our boys win the 
war.”

Old Regiment 


SOMEWHERE IN NORTH AF-:- 
RICA, Dec. 3.—(Delayed)—+(4)— 
Prime Minister Churchill climbed 
onto a jeep before his old regi- 
mentals today and in confident, 
predictive tones said he hoped the 
eriemy would be brought to bay 
in 1944, 

Wearing a snug, light khaki uni- 
form with three rows of campaign 
ribbons, a crown and the two pips, 
of a colonel (honorary), and car- 
rying a stick and gloves, the prime 
minister told the regiment—the 
Queen’s Own Hussars—that the 
war was proceeding satisfactorily 
but the tenacity of the enemy 
must not be underrated. 

Twice before Churchill had in- 
spected the regiment, which is 
250 years old and has seen some 
of the toughest action—in Greece, 
Crete and the desert. He viewed 
them when the Hussars were “few 


and far between before El Ala-j| 


mein,” in Cypress at the-time of 
the Casablanca conference. 

“The war is going well,” he 
said. “But we must not under- 
rate the tenacity of the enemy, 
who fights with his usual veteran 
skill, and, of’ course, when he is 
beaten he will not have a good 
time of it, so he will be tenacious 


to ge end. 

“But I hope that in 1944 we 
shall bring him to bay.” 

The prime minister said he hag 
come to North Africa to confe 
“with some very important peo- 
ple,” but gave no hint as to who 
those people were—which was 
hardly necessary, anyway. 

In referring to the enemy, he 
did not mention Japan as among 
those who would be brought to 
bay next year. 

Churchill arrived in late fore- 
noon in an eight-car convoy, with 
jeep loads of M. P.’s fore, aft and 
midcolumn. 

With the prime minister were 
his daughter and aide de camp—

“I married three years ago, but 
my husband died in the war,” she 
told me. 

“Our marriage was ideally hap- 
py, and the shock of losing my 
husband was terrible, 

“But I have finally become 
somewhat readjusted. Moreover, 
I realize that happy marriage is 
the normal and proper way to 
live. 

“Besides, I should like to have 
some children and a home and 
husband to care for. But where 
can I meet a suitable man, Dr. 
Crane? 

“I don’t want to go to cheap 
dance halls or taverns. I am 
active in church work and teach 
a class in the Sunday school, but 
I don’t encounter many eligibles 
there. 

“IT enjoy sports and like to 
swim, play golf and dance. I 
have a college education and come 
from a cultured home.” 

Diagnosis, 

It is a shame that society still 
forces most young people to rely 
on chance as a means of meeting 
their prospective mates. 


Chance is not scientific. So we 
have injected logical planning 
and business efficiency into other 
realms of human relations. We 
don’t rely on chance to prevent 
diphtheria, for example, or to 
keep a large business concern out 
of the red ink. 

But when it comes to that criti- 
cal problem of establishing happy 
homes, we haven’t made any ap- 
preciable scientific advancement 
in the past 30 years. 

Why, we even have scientific 
employment agencies to put work- 
er and job together. But we let 
our unmarried folks stumble 
around and marry unwisely for 
lack of an .adequate opportunity 
to view a wider range of eligible 
matrimonial merchandise. 

Happy Homes. 

Happy homes are the greatest 
need of this republic. We must 
have them in order to guarantee 
a new crop of cultured, Ameri- 
can indoctrinated children for the 
next generation. 

If civilization is to advance, 
and wars are to be outlawed, we 
must first insure these goals by 
scientific planning in the realm 
of courtship and marriage. 

It isn’t enough to have govern- 
ment clean out tenement districts 
and build modern apartments. 
You can succumb to divorce or 
nurture Communism in the .nost 
up-to-date home or city apart- 
ment! 

More basic than all these sec- 
onda aids to marriage, there- 
fore, is the problem of giving un- 
married people a chance to shop 
around for a desirable mate. 
They are now so panicky lest they 
become old maids or old bache- 
lors, that they often jump at the 
first opportunity. 

A scientific dating bureau could 
be subsidized by some philan- 
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thropic person or organization, 
and operated as a non-profit cor 
poration for social service. 

It could eliminate the hazards 
of many current matrimonial 
agencies, and give far more ef- 
fective aid to people like Mavis 
who are lovely personalities and 
perfectly adapted for hapyy mar- 
riage. 

Just as professional employment

Treat Hernia in Early Stages, 
Children Cured More Easily 


By Dr. William Brady. 


Of 96.886 patients with hernia 
treated by trusses at the London 
Truss Society 4, 387 (41-2 per 
cent) were cured, according to a 
report by Spanton qouted in Wat- 
son’s Hernia (authoritative text- 
book). Inguinal hernia (rupture 
in groin) in infants or young chil- 
dren is cured by truss alone in 
most instances. The percentage 
of cures of hernia in adults is ex- 
tremely low, probably not more 
than four cases out of a thousand. 

Correspondent recently told us 
here his nephew who had hernia 
from infaricy had operation (un- 
successful) and then wore a truss 
for several years and this appar- 
ently cured the hernia. Three 
other members of the family had 
had hernia, all apparently cured 
after wearing truss for few months 
or year, and in from 7 to 13 yeqars 
these three have had no recurrence 
of hernia. Correspondent himself 
was partially disabled by hernia 
six years ago, wore truss for a 
year, then discarded it and has 
had no further trouble. I print- 
ed the letter because of the ex- 
traordinary tendency to hernia in 
a family, and also to remind her- 
nia sufferers that spontaneous cure 
does sometimes occur if the hernia 
- js properly retained or prevented 
from bulging through the abdomi- 
nal wall by a suitable support or 
truss. The correspondent did not 
mention what make or kind of 
truss he or any other member of 
the family wore, and it doesn’t mat- 
ter. The important point is that 
both the fitting and the wearing 
of such a support or truss is a 
matter for the individual physi- 
cian to attend, and it should nev- 
er be left to the judgment or ad- 
vice of an instrument maker or 
anyone else than the physician. 
The application and wearing of a 
truss for hernia involves just as 
serious risks of possible harm and 
chances of impairing or prevent- 
ing complete recovery or cure as 
does the treatment of fracture in 
any case. 

- Although hernia in adults is 
oniy rarely cured by truss alone, 
‘there is no question that a con- 
siderable share of all inguinal her- 
nias in young adults are curable 
by (a) careful fitted truss—that 
is, fitted by and worn under the 
supervision of the patient’s own 
physician, and (b)) regular exer- 
sises to develop and strengthen 
the natural muscular suport. Such 
exercises are to be done while the 
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patient supports the hernia care- 
fully with middle fingers of one 
hand. The smaller and more re- 
cent the hernial protrusion the bet- 
ter the chance of cure by exercise.

Recall Football Exploits

The same characteristics that 


enabled him to rise to every occa- 


sion on the gridiron are still possessed by Major Lawrence Hayes Jr., 
who was co-captain of Georgia Tech’s football team in 1936. 


Major Hayes is now in the Ma- 
rine Corps and he was commander 
of a company of Devildogs that 
stormed on Tarawa island when 
the Americans took that outpost 
from the Japs about two weeks 
ago. 
ins has been a Marine ever 
since he left Georgia Tech. He 
received one of the three. appoint- 
ments to the corps that was al- 
lotted Tech in °36, the year he 
graduated. He has had a brilliant 
career with the fightingest branch 
of Uncle Sam’s armed forces. 


His exploits on Tarawa were) 


described in an Associated Press 
dispatch yesterday by Combat 
Correspondent Sergeant Gene 
Ward. 

Major Hayes’ group cleaned the 
Japs out of their holes and se- 
cured the western end of the atoll, 
according to Ward, who wrote: 

“The Marines with us wanted 
to ndvance faster than it was safe 
to.

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Dec. 7.—() 
A Brunswick man, Sam L. Lewis, 
is “harnessing” the tides in order 
to give shellfish a good start in 
life. 

His new plan of developing the 
oyster industry, already past the 
experimental stage, provides for 
the planting of oysters in salt 
water lakes above ordinary sea 
level and to maintain equal 
depths of water mixture that is 
exactly suitable for the rapid 
growing of oysters. 

The tide will be harnessed, 
Lewis explained, for the supply 
of salt water and any deficiency 
in rain water will be supplied 
by flowing wells in order to main- 
atin the proper salt solution. 


Georgian Is Harnessing Tides 
To Provide Improved Oysters

Jury To Probe 
‘Unfit Liquor 


A half dozen whisky wholesal- 
ers have been summoned to ap- 
pear today, with records of their 
sales to certain individuals, before 
the Fulton county grand jury, 
which will continue, at a special 
session, its investigation of 
charges that whisky unfit for hu- 
man consumption is * being sold 
through legal channels in Georgia 
and that the liquor control act is 
being violated in other respects. 

More thar a week ago, Solicitor 
General Boykin had his investiga- 
tors purchase a number of new 
brands of whisky, which he sub- 
mitted to chemists for analysis. It 
was understood at that time “in|: 
the grand jury had received in- 
formation that large quantities of 
the drippings of Cuban sugar cane 
refineries were being bottled and 
sold in Georgia under new brand 
names and that the section of the 
liquor act requiring all whisky 
brought into the state be distribut- 
ed from certain depots which guar- 
anteed the whisky as to quality 
was being ignored. 

Unfit Liquor Found. 


It was said yesterday that the 
chemists had not yet returned 
their analyses of the brands sub- 
mitted to them, but letters releas- 
ed by James R.,Ivey. chief clerk 
of State Revenue Department’s 
Liquor Control Unit, indicated 
that “a quantity” of liquor unfit 
for human consumption had been 
discovered in Fulton county. 

This was revealed in a letter 
written by Ivey to the Federal 
Food and Drug , Administration 
asking what authority it would 
have to prosecute handlers of in- 
ferior whiskies. Ivey said _ that 
James C. Pearson, chief inspector 
in Atlanta for the federal agency, 
would co-operate in prosecuting 
anyone selling such liquor if the 
state supplied evidence that it had 
been moved in_ interstate com: 
merce, 

Federal Problem. 

In a letter to Boykin answering 
the solicitor’s query propounded 
to State Revenue Commissioner 
Eugene Cook when he-appeared 
before the grand jury several days 
ago, Ivey wrote, on instructions 
from Cook, that the state liquor 
act apparently intended “to leave 
the larger responsibility for the 
quality of whisky in the hands of 
federal authorities” since substan- 
tially all of it moves in interstate 
commerce. ; 

Ivey anrfounced that Cook had 
revoked the state liquor licenses 
held by Charles L. Brewster and 
R. E. Murray, of Blackshear.
